The dead men were Clem H. Nor­

pickets, The shooting occurred after 
the overturning of a truck which 
was taking some strikers to work. 
Police estimated the crowd to num ­ 
ber 2.800 while other sources placed 
the total much higher. 
Police did not know who did the 
shooting. An officer who was riding 
in the cab of the truck said he fired 
two shots into the ground and two 
into the air but th a t

dealing bullets were fired later.

“Self-destruction is a sign 
of weakness, or relaxation of the 
moral fiber; and its growing prev­ 
alence indicates in some measure 
causes that are slowly sapping the 
forces of national character affect­ 
ing a larger group than formerly.

W ashington, Aug. 31 (AP).—Fed­ 
eral officials Friday described the 
two executive orders issued by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt at Hyde Park as pro­ 
viding an effective method of com­ 
bating gold hoarders and a healthy 
stimulus to the domestic gold-min­ 
ing industry. 
The orders placed newly mined 
gold outside the ban imposed several 
months ago on exports of the metal 
and required that all holders of 
gold, gold coin and gold certificates 
fill out printed forms so stating. 
By permitting the gold-mining In­ 
dustry to sell its products abroad, 
officials of the treasury said, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt enabled the industry 
to receive at present quotations a 
price considerably higher than that 
which it would otherwise have been 
forced to accept at the mint in this 
country. 
The mint price is $20.67 an ounce, 
while the world price Is approxi­ 
mately $30. 
Based on last year’s 
production 
of 
about 
$50,000,000 
worth of gold, this would represent 
a gain of $15,000,000 for th e industry 
at its current rate of output. 
The justice department issued a 
formal statem ent expressing gratifi­ 
cation at the order relating to hold­ 
ers of gold and predicted it would 
prove a helpful instrument in the 
drive against hoarders.
